ing. 
The chief justice retired a t the 
conclusion of the ceremony, for which 
he had lteen summoned, and P la tt suc- 
eeeded F rye as presiding officer. P latt 
m ade a bare announcem ent of the fact 
th a t the senate w as sitting tor the trial 
of Judge Swayne, to which he added 
a word enjoining on senators th e im­ 
portance of laeing in their seats during 
the im peachm ent proceedings. H e said 
th a t even com m ittee work should not 
keep senators aw ay. 
A resolution by Fnlrtw nks directing 
th a t the house be notified of the or­ 
ganization of the senate as a court 
w as adopted, and th a t inform ation be­ 
ing conveyed to the lions*» th e m an­ 
agers for the second tim e in th e day 
soon presented them selves in the sen­ 
ate and w ere announced by A ssistant 
Sergeant-at-A rm s B. F. Layton. They 
were form ally notified by the presiding 
officer of the action of the senate, and 
Palm er, replying for the house, voiced 
"the dem and of th a t l*ody th a t th e sen­ 
ate issue a process requiring Judge 
Sw ayne to appear before th e b ar of 
th e senate.” 
Accordingly, a resolution 
by F a ir­ 
banks ordering th a t a sum m ons for 
Judge Sw ayne be issued w as passed. 
It w as m ade returnable F riday next 
at 1 p. m. 
Tlie senatorial court then 
adjourned until th a t time and the 
seri­ 
ate proceeded w ith the legislative busi­ 
ness.
